But the Slave Power is too grasping and 
jealous to be content even with all these se- 
curities for its perpetuity at liome. In the 


States where itis enthroned, it: lias built it- 
self almost impreguable fortresses in the 


fundamental taws. In the structure of the 
State Constitutions, it has appropiated to it- 
self the political power about as securely as 
the Reman aristocracy did in its famous ar- 
rangement, of the Couur-es. 

Take South Carolina, for instance, which 
is certainly as strong acase as any, of Ue ab- 
rence Of manifestations OF anti-slavery sen- 
timeut. See how the Slave Power has there 
entrenched itself in the constiivtion, South 
Carolina, by the census of 1240, lind 250.04 
white inhabitants, Five districts, viz: 
Georgetown, Beaufort, Colietou and Charles- 
ton, Sumter, and Orangeburg, bad an agyre- 
gate of 40,503, less than ene-fifth part of the 
whole number. These distriets, (the four 
first named, particularly) constitute the prin- 
cipal seats of the Slave holding interest in 
South Carolina, Georgetown having nearly 
eight slaves to a white, Beaufort more than 
five, and Qvangeburg (where the proportion 
is smaller than in either of others wamed) 
nearly two. In the State Senate, 
of ferty-five members, these Ove districts 
have twenty-three, a majorty. fo other 
words, with a white population not ove-fitth 
part that of the whole State, these five dis- 
tricts, in Which the Slave Power is concen- 
trated, is able to veto any mensure of legisla- 
tion. 

Again; there are twenty-seven districts in 
South Carolina for the choice of Senators 
and Representatives. ‘Ten of them, the teu 
where slaves are most bumerous,—eoutain 
77,089 white inhabitunts, and choose “2 Sen- 
ators, and 64 Representatives, a oevority ef 
both = branches. The seventeen 
where the non-slaveliolders mostly reside, 
contain ISL145 white mbabttants, between 
twice and three times as inany as those of 
the Slave Districts; but they send to the 
Legislature ouly 17 Senators, aud GU Repre- 
sentatives, 

Again; of the whole twenty-seven districts, 
the thirteen which stand lowest on the seale 
in respect to the proportion of slaves to 
whites, contain 1345383 white inhabitants, 
more than half the whole white population 
of the State. Yeti they have only thirteen 
Senators, the same number as the district of 
Colleton and Charleston, whose census ef 
white inhabitunts is 25795, 

Further: to be a candidate fora seat in the 
House of Represestatives, a citizen must be 
personaly interrested in slave property to the 
umount of possessing five laudred acres ot 
land and ten negroes, or else real estate to 
the amount of seven himered dollars, clear 
ef debt, which generally amounts to the 
same thing. Fora place in the Senate the 
rate is doubled. 

And the Legislature, in whieh the 
Power is thus supreme, elects the jadiciary 
in all degrees down to a Justice of the Peace, 
the Governor, Senators in Congress, and the 
electors of President aud Vice President of 
the United States, 

And to cleneh the whole, there is no way 
to amend the Constitution which establishes 
this absolute oligarchy, except through a 
two-thirds vote in both branches of two sne- 
cessive Legislatures, constituted, of course, 
of members of that oligarchy itsel’.
